The largeil 
crop ever collected in tlie Mauritiui wu on 
the point of being thipped, and although 
the planter! were prepared for a ineuure 
thai Would admit all foreign lugara for 
consumption in the United Kingdom—* 
they did not expect a tneuu re auawcepiug 
u that of Lord Join Huaaeu., by which 
a protrclive duty of 7i. only, to be eijual- 
ised from year to year, it impoied in fa- 
votir of colonial tugan. It ii only by 
great change* to reduce the tort of pro- 
duction, that lb* Mauritiani can bopr un- 
der the m earn re to compete with foreign 
tugan. 

The first tod most important change 
required it the reduction of the preient 
high rate of waget, Previoui to the an ■ 
nounccment of the new measure, all par- 
ties had agreed thai the rite of wagei wu 
inconsistent with the revenue derived 
from (he soil, though that rate hat) been 
paid in preference ia sacrificing jurl uf 
an abundant crop, 

Hla &cklu*-cy had 
addressed an admonitory letter of advice 
to Ihe merrhautt and plan ten on I hit sub- 
ject, in which he warm those interested 
in thr growth of sugar from paying too 
high for labour. The letter of Hi • Ex - 
cwllxult drew forth an earnest and well

ciptiite or the idmruion of new men, to 
promote Ihe reduction of the cost of la- 
bour lo a juit proportion with the price of 
it* produce,and ihlu anticipate, in put al 
least, the assistance and relief by which 
Htm Hiinrr *i (iovernment promised in 
mine measure, lo compensate the advan- 
tage* taken from them. Hit Exciu^acv 
hu evinced, in this correspondence, a far 
greater diiptttitioii to act with the mer- 
chants and proprietors on this inbjrcl 
than he hu hitherto shown, and it it 
likely thai some immediate steps will be 
taken for placing tha Indian Labour ques- 
tion on a more ssiitfactory footing.
